$10,000,000 FUND TO AID 
FARM FINANCING APPROVED 


House Committee Indorses Measure 
to Help Intermediate Credit 
Banks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Legis- 


lation to set up a $10,000,000 re- 
volving fund to assist in financing 
agriculture credit corporations was 
approved today by the House Agri- 
culture Committee. 

The bill, drafted by, Chairman 
Jones, with the assistance of the 
Agriculture Department, is designed 
to make available additional credit 
to farmers from the Intermediate 
Credit Banks, 

The Secretary of Agriculture 
would make loans from the fund 
apito 75 per cent of the capital 
stock of credit corporations with at 
least $10,000 capitalization. Under 
the law, funds of intermediate 
credit banks are available to farm- 
ers only through such corporations. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has 
the supervision of the fund dnd 
must pass on the financial set-up 
of corporations receiving loans.

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — A 
House Judiciary Subcommittee was 
told today that 20 men dominate 
the. bear raiders on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

This statement "was made by 
Harold Arons. lawyer and banker 
connected with the International 
Trust Co. of New York City, who 
appeared before the committee in 
behalf of legislation to prohibit 
short selling. 

He said the defense of short sell- 
ing made by Richard 8S. Whitney, 
president of the New York  ex- 
change, “has not been supported 
by the facts.”’ 

Arons . said recent bear drives 
constituted ‘“‘the ruthless efforts of 
speculators to recoup fortunes lost 
in 1929.” - 

“It is not even gambling,” Arons 
said. ‘It is playing for huge stakes 
with loaded dice.” 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, author of one of the bills 
under consideration said if short 
selling had been stopped in 1929, 
half of the banks and industries 
now closed would have been saved. 

“We have seen within the last 
week the intimate anatomical re- 
lationship between the stock mar- 
ket and governmental policy in the 
present financial situation,’’ Arons 
said. 

“The carefully worked-out plan 
for your Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion and the actua! inauguration of 
its functions found no response in 
the stock market and there was un- 
til the close on Wednesday a decid- 
edly down trend, which the large 
short position on Feb. 1 gave no 
indication of mitigating. 

“On Wednesday it was known In 
Wall street that the rediscounts of 
the Federal Reserve Board were to 
be liberalized. This was the policy 
which certain influences in the fi- 
nancial world haye long favored 
and the Stock Exchange had the 
power, and demonstrated y the 
market's action, to withhold recog- 
nition of the constructive program 
of your Reconstruction Corporation 
until other legislation which it 
wanted was assured. 

“When that which it wanted was 
promised in such form as to be 
treated as an accomplished fact, il 
resolved its power into plaudits in 
the most spectacular upward move- 
ment of the market in many 
months, as was done in connection

AL CAPONE ASKS TO HAVE 
INCOME TAX REDETERMINED 


Insists Government Erred in Charg 
ing Him With Cicero Gam- 
bling Profits.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Al Ca 
pone, convicted Chicago gangster 
called on the Government today to 
prevent the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau from forcing him to pay 
$391,149 in back income taxes anu 
penalties. 

In a petition filed with the Board 
of Tax Appeals Capone asked for a 
redetermination of his tax, main- 
taining the bureau erred in its as- 
sessments. 

The bureau already has assessed 
Capone $68,664 back income tax for 
1926-27-28-29 and,notified him that 
another assessment of $322,842, for 
back taxes and penalties, would be 
levied. 

Capone maintained the bureau 
erroneously charged ‘him in 1924

CRISIS CAMPAIGN 
BODY ISSUES PLEA 
TO PUBLIC 10 GIVE 


Statement Giyen Out After 
Meeting of Committee 
Seeking to Raise $600,- 
000 Relief Fund. 


TELLS: HOW GIFTS 
WILL BE SPENT 


Demands 25 Pct. Greater 
Than Estimated So St. 
Louisans Are Asked to 
Contribute Again. 


An appeal to the people of St. 
Louis to support the Crisis Cam- 
paign for the raising of $600,000 for 
emergency unemployment relief, to 


be conducted next week, was issued 
this afternoon by the Crisis Com- 
mittee of business, civic and church 
leaders, folowing a meeting of the 
division heads in Mayor Miller’s of- 
fice, 

“The extent to which the public 
responds,” the appeal states, “will 
determine whether the drafting 
process which has been applied to 
men, materials, supplies, advertis- 
ing, publicity and executive direc- 
tion, will have to be extended to 
dollars.”’ 

Questions which have been asked 
by many persons are repeated and 
unswered. These are: 

“Why must $600,000 be raised at 
this time? Wéhat has become of 
the money previously raised? How 
will the new fund be raised, and 
for what used?’’s 

Where the Money Will Go. 

The facts in. reply are set forth 
as follows: 

“The Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment must have 
$1,200,000 to take care of 60,000 
persons verging on starvation, and 
to render partial aid to thousands 
o fothers, victims of the present 
distressin® conditions. Wiso coun- 
sel has said that one-hafl of this 
should be taken from city tases. 
and the other half from voluntary 
contributions of citizens. 

“Combined results of all cai- 
paigns, Jewish, Catholic, Commu- 
nity Fund, conducted in 1931, for 
relief purposes, were not sufficient 
to take care of our needs. They 
fell far short of those needs. We 
make that statement for the bene- 
fit of those who will be paying on 
their 1931 pledges during the pres- 
ent year, and who may- feel that 
they are excused from further giv- 
ing: 

Demands Exceed Estimate. 

“In addition, the relief demands 
for 1932 are 25 per cent greater 
than the estimate of last fall. In 
January alone the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee was forced to spend $18,000 
more than its estimated budget, the 
suffering was so great. 

“These two facts explain why St. 
Louis is being asked to give again. 
The city has made available $100,- 
000 of its ultimate share of $600,- 
000, which its citizens are trying to 
match in this campaign. This ad- 
vance of $100,000 will only prevent 
actual starvation of hundreds un- 
til the moneys of the Crisis Cam- 
paign are available. 

“The money the public is being 
asked to give now will be spent 
directly for relief of families and 
individuals in distress, through 
regularly constituted agencies’. se- 
lected for that purpose by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee. This is not a 
continuation or repetition of any 
previous campaign. This is a spe- 
cial citywide emergency campaign, 
conducted by the City of St. Louis 
to meet a crisis which exists be- 
cause St. Louis, up to now, has not 
realized the seriousness of a situa- 
tion that may become dangerous at 
any moment. 

A No-Expense Campaign. 

‘It is a no-expense campaign. 
Men, materials, supplies, advertis- 
ing, publicity, executive direction, 
have been drafted by the Mayor.” 
There follows the warning, previ- 
ously quoted, that money may have 
to be drafted if the present effort 
should fail. 

Methods of raising the money 
are then outlined. “Capitalists, men 
and women in the retired or semi- 
retired class, or those with both 
salary and other income running 
into the higher brackets, will be 
asked to give large lump sums, in

While, on dreams relying, 

I am spelled by art. 


Thus the bright snake coiling 
"Neath the forest tree 
Wins the bird, beguiling, 
To come down and see. 
Like that bird, the lover

Till the blow is over 
And he sinks—like me.

Government Gives Notice-of Inten- 
tion to Take Demurrer Decision 
to Higher Court.

Government notified the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court today it 
Would appeal from the last Satur- 
day’s decision which invalidated 
corrupt practices act indictments 
against Bishop James Cannon Jr..

LAKE IN DEATH VALLEY 
FORMED BY HEAVY RAINS 


Stretch of Water 50 Miles Long 
Follows Recent Unusnal 
Down pours. 

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., Feb. 15.— 
Recent rains, the heaviest in years. 
have created a lake 50 miles long 
in Death Valley. The valley, sev- 
eral hundred feet below sea level, 
is the lowest spot in the United 
States. Generally rains, when they 
fall in the valley, vanish quickly in 
the intense heat. 

Those acquainted with the dis- 
trict expect the valley to reproduce 
the unusual phenomenon of two 
years ago, when a series of rains 
caused dormant seeds to sprout and 
the valley became a _ wilderness of 
brilliant wild columbine, blue lark- 
spur, delphinium, bluebells, daisies, 
wild geranium, buttercups, poppies, 
Indian paint brush and cactus 
flowers.

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HOOVER APPOINTS 
JUDGE CARDOZO 10 
SUGGEED HOLMES 


New York Democrat Is 
Named as U. S. Supreme. 
Court Justice — Confir- 
mation Assured. | 


HAS INDORSEMENT 
OF LIBERAL GROUPS 


Selection Wins General Ap- 
proval—Norris, Reed and 
Couzens Express Satisfac- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—Presi- 
dent Hoover caused widespread 
surprise and gratification today by 
sending to the Senate the nomiha- 
tion of Chief Judge Benjamin N. 
Cardozo of the New York Court of 
Appeals to bé an Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme 
Court, succeeding Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, - 

There is no doubt that the nomi- 
nation will be promptly confirmed 
by the Senate, many of whose 
members already had expressed ad- 
miration of Judge Cardozo’s legal 
attainments. 

Upon the recent retirement of 
Justice Holmes, on.account. of his 
advanced age, the hope was ex- 
pressed in many quarters that the 
President would pick Cardozo as 
his successor. In recent days, how- 
ever, it had become generally be- 
lieved in Washington, from hints 
thrown out at the White House. 
that the President was about to 
choose a man from the far West. 

Geographical] considerations, it 
was feared, had turned the scales 
against the New York jurist. There 
are already two members of the 
court from that State—Chief *Jus- 
tiee Hughes and Justice Stone. 

Chotce Urged by Borah. 

Vigorous advice that Cardozo be 
named. and nanied promptly, was 
given to President Hoover at the 
White House last night by Senator 
Borah of Idaho. 

Borah had been called into con- 
ference by the President. He 
found that Mr. Hoover was con- 
sidering the names of Judge Car- 
dozo; Senator Walsh (Dem.) of 
Montana, who had been strongly 
urged by a group of Senators; Sen- 
ator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader; Newton D. Ba-. 
ker, former Secretary of War; 
Federal Judge William S. Kenyon, 
and others, both Democrats and 
Republicans. 

Borah told the President that’ he 
had but one man to recommend— 
Cardozo. He expressed the opinion 
that Cardozo would be confirméd 
without opposition in the Senate. 
In reference to geographical con- 
siderations, Borah pointed out that 
Judge Cardozo was not merely a 
New Yorker, but a national fig- 
ure. 

So far as the people of Idaho 
were concerned, Borah told the 
President, they would rather have 
opinions written for them by Judge 
Cardozo of New York than by any 
judge the President might name 
from Idaho. 

Widespread Approval. 

The suggestion that Judge Car- 
dozo might be named evoked an 
unprecedented cutburst of approv- 
al. Indorsements of him as one of 
the outstanding jurists of the time 
—one. of the few men worthy to sit 
in the seat of the great Holmes— 
poured in upon the White House 
from individyals and organizations 
in all parts of the country. Law 
school faculties and distinguished 
lawyers added powerful voices to 
the chorus. 

The news that Judge Cardozo 
had been appointed spread rapidly 
in the Senate and was greeted 
everywhere with expressions of ap- 
proval, alike from Democrats and 
Republicans, Conservatives and 
Liberals. 

A typical comment was that by 
Senator Reed, Conservative Re- 
publican, of Pennsylvania. . 

“Judge Cardozo,” said Reed, “is 
one of the great Judges of the 
United States. I am glad to see 
that the tradition of liberalism set 
by Justice Holmes will be carried 
on by his successor. I am confi- 
dent that Judge Cardozo will have 
as distinguished a career on the 
United States Court as he has had 
on the New York Court of Ap- 
peals.” .

Under a proposal to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill, the House 
agreed to limit debate to three 
hours to assure a vote this after- 
noon. A two-thirds vote is neces- 
sary and no amendments may be 
offered. 

Representative Shannon (Dem.) 
Missouri, asked Steagall if he was 
“free to disclose, leaving out the 
profanity, what Charles G. Dwes 
said at the White House confer-

Steagall said the president of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion had discussed “delicate credit 
and financial matters that should 
not be made public.” 

A prediction that the Glass- 
Steagall bill will have “easy sailing’ 
through Congress was given Presi- 
dent Hoover today by Representa- 
tive Snell of New York, Republican 
floor leader in the House. Snell 
asserted “‘the country will pass this 
bill if Congress doesn’t.” 

The administration sought elimi- 
nation of two amendments inserted 
in the measuré by the Senate 
Banking Committee. Secretary 
Mills conferred with Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana, the Republican 
elader, and complained against the 
Glass amendment restricting the 
emergency rediscount privilege to 
individual banks with a capitaliza- 
tion of $500,000 or less.

The peacemaking efforts of the 
Ministers of the United States, 
Great Britain aad France have 
been so smitten with the din of the 
preparations for fighting under 
their windows, that they considered 
moving their quarters. The three 
envoys are Nelson T. Johnson of 
the United States; Sir Miles W. 
Lampson of Great Britain and 
Henri A. Wilden of France. 
Their conferences have been held 
in the office of Johnson in the 
American Legation, two blocks 
from the center of the business 
section. The office overlooks prop- 
erty of the English Church, which 
municipal authorities were using as 
a place to construct bagbed wire 
entanglements. Tons of rolls of 
wire were piled up, six feet high, 
in front of the church, extending 
along the block across from the 
Consulate, while at the other end 
of the block was a great pile of 
timbers. 

Chinese Work and Laugh. 
Chinese workmen with hammers 
and saws pounded throughout the 
day, making entanglements which 
were rushed to their places on the 
“front” as fast as they were com- 
pleted: The din of the hammering 
and sawing, with the laughing and 
yelling of the Chinese, reverberat- 
ed through the peacemakers’ of- 
fices. The British and French 
Ministers, their nerves whetted, 
suggested the next conferences be 
held in some more peaceful set- 
ting. 

Johnson, who conferred with 
Chinese officials until Jong after 
midnight, was at his office again 
early yesterday morning. The Jap- 
anese, however, apparently had giv- 
en their last word—which in effect 
was that the Chinese must with- 
flraw at least 20 miles from Shang- 
hai, although they had not yet de-: 
livered an ultimatum. The Chi- 
nese official reply to the ultima- 
tum, if and when it does come, is 
expected to be that they intend to 
stick to their posts firmly “to the 
end.” 

The ministers had planned to go 
to Nanking yesterday, but their trip 
was postponed. This gave rise to 
belief that all hope for peace had) 
not been abandoned, but officially 
it was stated no headway had been 
made. Influential Chinese alsv 
held numerous conferences trying 
to evolve some acceptable peace 
proposal. 

Foreign Troops in Shanghai. 
With the arrival of a detachment 
of French troops, expected mo- 
mentarily, the foreign military and 
naval forces in the International 
Settlement will be brought to about 
12,100 men. The British, with 3400 
men, have the largest force. There 
ure 3100 Americans, 3000 French 
and 300 Italians. 

At Nantao, another densely pop- 
ulated native quarter of the city 
like Chapel, inhabitants today said 
they feared they might be the next 
to be attacked. Business there is 
at a standstill. Some families have 
left. Sandbag defenses are being 
strengthened there along the river 
front. 

French settlement authorities 
appeared to be worried about Nan- 
tao.

Young, an American citizen. Ring- 
walt, whose home is in Omaha, 
Neb., and Mrs. Young, a Chinese 
woman born in Los Angeles, were 
set upon by a mob of Japanese 
when they entered the Hongkew 
district to take Mrs. Young’s baby 
from a family of rélatives. The 
mob did not recognize the Vice 
Congul’s documents of identifica- 
tion. o 

The Japanese consul told Cun- 
ningham the attackers would be 
punished and that he believed the 
men were new members of a vol- 
unteer civilian patrol on the look- 
out for Chinese snipers. He prom- 
ised also that in future foreigners 
authorized to do so would be per- 
mitted to enter the Hongkew dis- 
trict without molestation.

Many Roll Down Bank in Mis- 
souri Pacific Accident at 
Barrett’s Station.

A break in a section of a car 
truck frame caused about $60,000 


damage in a Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road freight train wreck at Bar- 
rett’s Station at 9:15 o’clock last 
night. The single-tracked line was 
closed until nearly noon today. The 
part that broke was a cast side 
piece on a coal car, the fourth car 
behind the locomotive. 

Railroad officers said the train— 
No. 79, a fast freight for Wichita, 
Kan.—was running 20 to 25 miles 
an hour, downhill. It was rounding 
@ curve west of Barrett’s Station 
road, midway between two tunnels. 
The damaged car and 32 cars fol- 
lowing it were derailed, including 
21 loaded with freight. Many 
of these cars tumbled down a steep 
high embankment, four box cars 
gOing nearly all the way to the 
foot. About 15 cars and the ca- 
boose stayed on the track. 

The crash was heard for a con- 
siderable distance. There were 
many sparks, but no fire. In- 
cluded in the freight in the wreck- 
ed cars was a carload of ginger ale, 
ammonia, lubricating oil, soda ash, 
cottonseed meal, calcium, pickles, 
a carload of automobile motors, 
sewer pipe, boxes and fertilizer 
Two wrecking trains worked all 
night and morning, and Missouri 
Pacific traffic was detoured over 
the Frisco Railway to Pacific. Bar- 
rett’s Station road was blocked two 
hours last night. 

A year and a half ago 14 coal

500,000 by Reconstruc-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today approved loans by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad and 
the Wabash Railway. — 

The commission approved an im- 
mediate loan of $1,500,000 to the 
Missouri Pacific to take care of 
loans which matured Jan. 30 and 
on which the company had obtained 
an extension until Feb. 15. 

The Missouri Pacific applied for 
authorization to borrow $23,250,000 
from the corporation, but the com- 
mission held that it did not seem 
advisable to approve more than was 
needed to pay immediate and press- 
ing items. A 

The Wabash, as was told yester- 
day, was granted permission to bor- 
row $7,173,800 to pay equipment 
obligations and other pressing 
items. The company had asked for 
approval of a loan of $18,500,000. 
The commission declined to ap- 


receivers for the Wabash and banks 
to which the money is due. 

The Missouri Pacific said it 
thought it could obtain money 
from the Railroad Credit Corpora- 
tion to repay the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, as soon as funds 
are available in the treasury of the 
railroad organization: 

The Wabash, however, is inelig- 
ible for loans from the Railroad 
Credit Corporation. It was in re- 
ceivership when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission approved 
an increase in freight rates to care 
for needy railroads, thus becoming 
ineligible to participate in loans 
from funds derived from the in- 
creases. 

The Missouri Pacific, in its ap- 
plication for a $23,250,000 loan, 
estimated its needs for the entire 
year of 1932.

Aviatrix Takes Diesel En- 
gine Machine of Clarence 
Chamberlin Up 21,300 
Feet—Reading Unofficial 


By the Associated Prees. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 15. — Miss 


Ruth Nichols yesterday flew Clar- 
ence Chamberlin’s “Flying Fur- 


nace” to a new altitude record, on 
the basis of an unofficial reading 
of her altimeter. When she landed 
it registered 21,300 feet. Chamber- 
lin’s official record for the Diesel- 
motored craft was 19,363 feet. 

Miss Nichols took off at 4:15 
p. m. from Floyd Bennett Airport 
and landed an hour and one minute 
later after an exciting flight. 

She encountered temperatures of 
15 degrees below zero, she said, 
and at 20,000 feet, two of her cylin- 
ders blew out. At that height, too, 
she was forced to use her oxygen 
tank, ) 

In addition to the sealed baro- 
graph, which was sent to Washing- 
ton for official calibration, Miss 
Nichols had three altimeters, two 
of which went out of commission 
in the upper atmosphere. The un- 
official reading was taken from the 
third altimeter. 

Despite her crippled engine and 
the fact that she had no brakes, 
she made a perfect landing and 
announced she had enjoyed the 
flight. She circled over Flushing 
most.of the time. 

Her unofficial altimeter reading 
was greater than that of Chamber- 
lin after his flight and it is thought 
the official calibration will estab- 
lish a new record for planes of this 
type. 

Chamberlin was present as tech- 
nical advisor and gave last-minute 
instructions as she stepped into the 
cockpit, wearing a heavy flying 
suit, lined boots and a purple scarf 
wound about her head instead of a 
helmet.

eral Courts have the authority to

Blackmer went to France in

This law was sponsored by Sena- 
tor Walsh of Montana, one of those 
most active in uncovering the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the lease 
Or naval oil reserves to pfivate 
companies during the Harding ad- 
ministration.

The opinion, delivered by Chief 
Justice Hughes, said the principal 
objections to the law under which 
Blackmer was fined was that it 
vislated the “‘due process” clause of 
the fifth amendment. 

The Chief Justice said that it 
was undisputed, however, that 
Blackmer was still a citizen of the 
United States and “the United 
States retained its authority over 
him and he was bound by its laws 
made applicable to him in a for- 
eign country.” 

“Nor it can he doubted that the 
United States," the Chief Justice 
said, “possesses the power inherent 
in sovereignty to require the re- 
turn to this country of a citizen, 
resident elsewhere, whenever the 
public interest requires it and to 
penalize him in case of refusal.”

BANK MORATORIUM 
IN JEFFERSON CITY, 
MERGER 1S SOUGHT 


Plan for Exchange National 
to Acquire First National 
Hinges on Raising $300,- 
000. ; 


By a Jefferson City Correspondent 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.— 
Depositors of the First National 
Bank of Jefferson City met yes- 
terday at Junior College to dis- 
cuss plans for raising $300,000 to 
enable the Exchange National 
Bank to absorb the First National, 
the capital of which is impaired, 
due to the low market price of 
bonds and other securities repre- 
sented in its assets. e 

Stockholders attending the meet- 
ing indorsed the absorption, and 
the plan to provide $300,000, 
through the purchase of stock in 
the Exchange National Bank, to 
effect the merger. Ons3 hundred 
business men will canvass ali de- 
positors and ask them to sub- 
scribe 30 per cent of their deposits 
toward the purchase of Exchange 
National stock. 

At a meeting of 300 business 
men called Saturday night by the 
Chamber of Commerce, it was de- 
cided that the four banks here re- 
main closed through the week, 
three of them opening Feb. 23. The 
action was taken to allow for com- 
pletion of the absorption, and, to 
avoid risk to the Exchange WNa- 
tional and to the two State banks, 
the Central Missouri Trust Co. and 
the Cdle County Bank. 

The nine-day moratorium in the 
banking business is said to be the 
first action of the kind ever taken 
in Missouri. The quick decision to 
suspend banking temporarily found 
a number of persons in the em- 
barrassing position of having money 
in the bank, but very little in their 
pockets. No serious hardship is 
expected to result from the situa- 
tion, however. It is anticipated 
that some definite plan for the 
conduct of business until after 
Washington’s birthday will be 
worked out by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


At the meeting Saturday night, 
Hugh Stephens, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, stated that 
an examination of the First Na- 
tional’s assets, by a representa- 
tive of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, had shown that about $481,- 
000 would have to be charged off 
from its assets, as having little 
present value. This charge-off 
equals the* capital stock and sur- 
plus of the bank, the capital stock 
being $200,000 and the surplus 
$100,000. The First National’s 
stockholders, therefore, will have 


_to depend for their future reim- 
| bursement on a return of value to 


the charged-off assets, and on as- 


| sets which will not be taken over 


by the Exchange National in the 
absorption. 


The , First National's deposits 
fre about $3,250,000, of which 
$200,000 are state funds, $50,000 
municipal school board funds, and 
$3,000,000 general deposits. The 
general depositors are to be asked 
to subscribe $300,000 to be added 
to the present capital:and surplus 
of the Exchange National, which 
now has $100,000 capital and $50,- 
000 surplus. The plan is that the 
depositors shall pay at the rate of 
$150 for a share of $100 par value 
in the stock of the merged jnsti- 
tution. 

Stock subscriptions of depositors 
may be charged against their de- 
posits. If all the depositors of the 


First National would subscribe for | 


the stock of the enlarged Exchange 
National to the extent of 30 per 
cent of their deposits, the increase 
in capital and surplus, held to be 
necessary to finance the enlarged 
business and to offset the loss of 
the charged-off assets, would ‘be 
provided. 


Besides the representative of the 
Comptroller . of the Currency, 
named Kane, who was at the Sat- 
urday meeting, the plan was said to 
have State Finance Commissioner 
Cantley’s indorsement. Speakers 
who urged business men to support 
the plan, and to foster public con- 
fidence in the remaining banks, 
were Lieut. Gov. Winter, local 
newspaper proprietor and a can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor, Secretary of 
State Becker, also a candidate for 
Governor, State Auditor Thompson, 
who wishes to run for Secretary of 
State, State Treasurer Brunk, who 
plans to run for Auditor, and Mon- 
signor Joseph Selinger of St. Peter’s 
Catholic Church.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The 
influence of Gov. Franklin D., 
Roosevelt of New York was exert- 
ed today in behalf of direct Federal 
relief for the needy and Jobless, 
when Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, placed in the records a tele- 
gram from the Governor declaring 
that Congress should recognize the 
Gov---ment’s- obligation in the 
present emergency by passing the 
La Fe ette-Costigan Dill. 

Since Gov. Roosevelt is recog- 
nized as the leading candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
President, and since President 
Hoover opposes any form of Fed-

ASSERTS NATION NEEDS 
‘EW GANG TOLEAD 


Frank R. Kent Tells Y. M. H. A. 
Audfence of Men and Condi- 
tions at Washington. 


The cross-examination of Frank 
R. Kent, vice president of the Bal- 
timore Sun and noted political 
writer, following his address last 
night at the Y. M. H. A. Libéral 
Forum, elicited the deciaration 
that, despite the inane similarity of 
party platforms, the country needs 
to be led by “a new gang.” 

That cross-examination seemed 


‘to indicate a lively interest in the 


need of a “new gang’ and the pos- 

sibility of its getting in His ad- 
dress had given a comprehensive 
picture of the presenft state of 
things in Washington and leaders 
of both parties, but obviously the 

listeners wanted more than that. 

The audience femained in a body, 

and for 30 minutes questions flew 

fast. 

The first request was for at 
word picture of Senator Norris of; 
Nebraska, Kent said Senator Nor- 


j ris was more fearless of political 


consequences to himself than any- 
one else at Washington, the only 
Progressive who followed his con- 
victions clear “across the water 
jump” into the other party, and the 
only Senator who did not bother at 
all about “patronage.” 

And then cross-examination got 
down to brass tacks with a demand 
that Kent explain why- he was “the 
last liberal backing # Herbert‘ 
Hoover.” 

_ Expects to Vote for Democrat. 

“Who said I’m a liberal?’ Kent 
replied. “I’m a Democrat. I 
voted not for Hoover, but for Al 
Smith, and I expect to vote the 
Democratic ticket in the coming 
election whoever is nominated. 
“I’m not talking partisan poli-. 
tics. I think we need a change. 
The Republicans have been in pow- 
er too long. I liked Mr. Hoover 
personally and I think he wag just 
about the best thing we could ex- 
pect from the Republican party. I! 
don’t see any better prospect from 
the Republicans in the country to- 
day—look ‘’em over! I think we'll 
get a better President from the 
Democrats.” 

A third party? “Although there 
has been no real issue between Re- 
publican and Democrat for a num- 
ber of years, and the platforms in 
1928 would have been identical if 
the denunciation had been deleted 
from one and the self-praise from 
the other,”’ he replied, “I don't be- 
lieve a third party is feasible and 
practical. No matter how good its 
leadership, as we saw in the Rooge- 
velt and La Follette campaigns, 
its lack of organization allows’ it 
to collapse immediaely after elec- 
tion.” 

If there was “no difference but 
the label,” why vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1932 “whoever is 
nominated?” “I don’t know what 
the Demotrats stand for, and I 
don’t know what the Republicans 
stand for, but the gangs are differ- 
ent,”’ said Kent. 

“I want a new gang to get in. 
It’s time to.clear out the old gang. 
If we're going to have a one-gang 
country—a one-party country—we 
have no political system at all. I 
think it’s time for my gang to get 
in.”’ 

Ritchie “Outstanding Democrat.” 

Kent said the onty explanation 
he could see for Al Smith’s an- 
nouncement that he would not dis- 
courage nomination lay in the ap- 
parént fact that “if he had said 
nothing and done nothing for an- 
other month,” Gov. Roosevelt 
would have run away with the 
nomination. He said there was no 
immediate prospect for tariff re- 


lief. He named Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie of his own state as “the 
outstanding Democrat.” He re- 


stated his contention that the Dem- 
ocratic party was financially obli- 
gated to John J. Raskob “a great 
deal further than it ought to be in 
debt to any one man.” | 
Despite every reason last fall to 
believe that this session of Con- 
gress would be characterized chief- 
ly by sound and fury, Kent related, 
he had not in a long time seen a 
session more orderly or a Congress 
which passed more important leg- 
islation with more speed and less 
oratory. He attributed that grati- 
fying surprise partly to Providence, 
partly to leadership and partly to 
the depression. 
Providence, through the death of 
mémbers, he said, had converted a 
Republican plurality of two in the 
House after the election to a Dem- 
ocratic majority of five when Con- 
gress convened. In the Senate the 
Democrats had Robinsoh of Ar- 
kansas, “an able, efficient and fine 
man” as “a good and successful: 
leader,” and in the House they had 
Speaker Garnér, who had mar- 
shaled the slender majority so: 
shrewdly that “there is not a sulky 
Democrat, not a sore Democrat, 
not a kicking Democrat or an un- 
certain Democrat in the House— 
and a Democrat doesn’t dare get 
sick any more.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The 
heavy rainfall in the last month of 
1931 and the early part of 1932 
has effectively broken the nation- 
wide drouth which began in 1930. 
The Geological Survey announced 
today that drouth conditions were 
gradually disappearing under heavy 
precipitations and there was a 
marked improvement in both sur- 
face and ground water supplies. 

“The indications are,”’ the report 
said, “that during 1932 water sup- 
' plies in most sections of the coun- 
try will return to normal.”

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TODEATH KILLS SELF 


Jobless Man at Charleston, W. 
Va., Seriously Wounds 
Three Others, 


By the Associated Press. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 15. 
-—Bolton E. White, 46 years old, 
who left notes saying he did: not 
want his six children to live longer 
“in this wicked world,” hacked 
three of them to death with “at 
hatchet, injured the others and 
killed himself with a shotgun early 
yesterday. 

White, an unemployed automo- 
bile salesman, and the children 
“had a good time playing,” he 
wrote, before they went to bed Sat- 
In the night he at- 
tacked them with the hatchet. 
When they were found by relatives 
several hours later, Louise, 13, and 
Joan, 4, were dead. James, 11: 
Kathleen, 9; Malcolm, 7, and Hil- 
da, 2, were stretched unconscious 
on the floor of their home. White's 
body was near by. Hilda died after 
she reached a hospital. 

Three notes left by the crazed 
father indicated his fear that he 
could not,support and educate his 
children. His wife was at her sis- 
ter’s home, where she had gone 
after a baby was born, to Mrs. 
White 10 days ago. 

State police said indications were 
White put the children to bed and 
wrote one of the notes. He then 
took the hatchet and began to 
strike at the little ones. When the 
hatchet’s head flew off, he picked 
up a poker and struck them with 
that. 

Kathleen regained consciousness 
at the hospital. She and her two 
brothers, James and Malcolm, are 
in a serious condition. 

Officers found a bucket filled 
with blood-stained water. White 
apparently had washed his hands in 
it and continued with his notes. 
The last note was timed 2:30 a. 
m. Sunday and was intended as a 
“summary,” relating what he had 
done. “It is hard to make an hon- 
est living,” the note read, “and I 
don’t want any other kind and am 
afraid the children will get sick 
and be lost, half educated and 
abused throughout life.’’ 

Another read: “I can’t write all 
I would like to say, but will give a 
few reasons for leaving this life 
and taking these six children. My 
highest ambition is to know that 
they go to a place that God has 
prepared for them. Now they are 
without sin. If they live in this 
wicked world until they mature in 
life the chances are that some of 
them won't be saved and I can’t 
leave them.”’ 

White wanted to give his chil- 
dren a good education and en- 
vironment, one note said. “The 
way times and conditions are, ] 
can’t. They have never been hun- 
gry or cold, but if conditions don’t 
change they would be. * * ® 
The way I plan to take them there 
will be no suffering on their part. 
* ¢ © We had a good time play- 
ing before they went to bed and 
then I had them all say their pray- 
ers and hug and kiss each other 
and me. God will take care of them 
and me.” The note also said the 
children needed medical attention 
and White was unable to give it to 
them. 


90 PER CENT INCREASE IN 
TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS IN YEAR 


First Major Rise in Hate Here 
Since War Said to Be Due to 
Lowered Standard of Living. 
Tuberculosis caused 878 deahts 
in St. Louis last year, an increase 
of 150, or 20 per cent, over 1930. 
and the. first major rise in the tu- 
berculosis death rate since the 
World’ War. 

Lowered standards of living due 
to the economic depression un- 
doubtedly caused the increase, said 
John B. Edwards, president of the 
Tuberculosis and Health Society, 
which compiled the figures. With 
a present tuberculosis death rate of 
106 per 100,000 population, the 
comparatively low rate of 88 per 
100,000, established in 1930, will 
not be reached for several years 
after living conditions improve, Ed- 
wards predicted. 

With only 1fr per cent of the to- 
tal population, Negroes had 41 per 
cent of the tuberculosis deaths. The 
greatest rise occurred among per- 
sons not in hospitals. The society 
has been urging a bond issue to 
increase hospital facilities for the 
disease, pointing out that 600 free 
hospital beds are occupied, with 
350 persons on the waiting list.

Norris to Propose Amendment 
To Abolish Electoral College 
Plan of Choosing President 


Would Have Direct Balloting by People on 


Candidates, but Each State Would Have 
Certain Number of Votes. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — Ap- 
palled by the expense and diffi- 
culty of launching a third party 
under -existing conditions, Senator 
George W. Norris of ~Nebraska, 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, said today that he 


would reintroduce in the near fu- 
ture his proposed amendment to 
the Constitution to abolish the elec- 
torai college. 

The proposed amendment, if 
adopted, Norris said, would greats 
ly reduce the expense of starting a 
new party. He realizes that there 
is little hope for action on his sug- 
gestion in the present session of 
Congress, but believes that the 
disappointment of many voters 
next) November will greatly  in- 
crease sentiment for a simplifica- 
tion of presidential elections. 

Petition Method Proposed. 
Under the Norris amendment, 
the names of presidential and vice 
presidential candidates would ap- 
pear on the ballots in place of the 
list of presidential electors as at 
present. The candidates of a new 
party could get their names on the 
ballot by petition of a certain num- 
ber of voters, a method followed 
at present in many state elections. 
The “presidential’’ votes for each 
State would be the same number 
as the present “clectoral’’ votes. 
They would be cast by states and 
would not be determined by na- 
tional, popular aggregates. 

“With the most ideal conditions,” 
said Norris, “it would cost at least 
$5,000,000 to start a new, or third, 
party under existing elections laws. 
I should say that 95 per cent of 
this cost would be incurred in set- 
ting up new party organizations for 
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the selection of presidential elec- 
With so many units involved, 
traitors and unfaithful workers— 
some in the pay of the present par- 
ties—would be bound to creep in. 
Local politicians who have built up 
local machines would not co-oper- 
ate because such action would 
weaken their lecal tickets for of- 
fices like county clerk or dog 
catcher, which, of course, have no 
logical connection with a presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Outlay Would Be Extensive. 

“Considerable funds would be 
needed for advertising under pres- 
ent conditions. At that, the local 
press, usually allied to one of the 
major parties, would not as a rule 
help the formation of a new party. 
Speakers and ogranizers would be 
required all over the country. Le® 
ters and literature would be ner- 


| essary. 


‘ 


All of these things cost 
money, and they cost a great deal 
of money when a nation-wide or- 
ganization is contemplated. And 
ull the while there would be that 
active and passive resistance of the 
seif-seeking local and national pol- 
iticlans who have no desire to see 
a new party complicate local] and 
national affairs. 

“Almost equally important un- 
der the present arrangement is the 
time element. It would hardly be 
practicable to start a movemeut 
for a new party until after both 
major parties had had their na- 
tional conventions. Even with al- 
most limitiess funds about two 
months would be required to set up 
the new party organization. Only a 
month would be left for campaign- 
ing.” 

“Take the coming election,” Nor- 
ris continued. “President Hoover 
almost certainly will be nominated 
by the Republicans. The Demo- 
crats have a chanee to nominate a 
progressive, Gov. Roosevelt. Yet 
the machine Democrats are doing 
their best to block his nomination. 
If they succeed, they will select a 
conservative, another Hoover. In 
that case, the voters of the coun- 
try would only have a choice be- 
tween Hoover and a Hoover type 
Democrat, say Owen D. Young. 

“How much fairer it would be 
if the electoral college were abol- 
ished and a group of voters in each 
state could petition the state au- 
thorities to put another presiden- 
tial candidate on the ballot. Bo- 
rah, for instance. The new organ- 
ization would be along state limes. 
The cost would be relatively littie. 
And the people would have an op- 
portunity to vote for a candidate 
of their own choosing. There would 
be no long list of presidential clec- 
tors. The voters would cast their 
presidential ballots without con- 
cern over local politics and local 
offices.’’ 

Norris was asked why he had 
not proposed the popular election 
of President and Vice President 

“There would be a possibility of 
fraud.” he replied. ‘States con- 
trolled by one party might easily 
falsify the count. The result would 
be that the entire national vote 
might be affected. By having the 
votes cast by states, fraud would 
affect only the votes of the par- 
ticular state or states in which it 
was perpetrated. I realize that the 
state vote penalizes the minority. I 
should prefer to have the presidecn- 
tial votes cast by congressional dis- 
tricts, but that would have compli- 
cated my amendment and opened 
it to an attack upon which I con- 
sider a minor point.” 


SIR ARTHUR DUCKHAM, BRITISH

Secretary Does Not Think Congress 
Makes an Ideal Board of 
Directors,

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—Secretary 
of the Interior Wilbur said today 
he believed the Federal Govern- 
ment had built enough veterans’ 
hospitals. Speaking before the an- 
nual congress of medical education 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, he suggested more complete 
use of the beds already available.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 15. 
China prepared today to call on 
the League of Nations to author- 
ize an economic boycott against 
Japan, the most drastic action pro- 
vided for in the covenant of the 
League of Nations, unless redress 
is obtained through a special meet- 
ing of the League Assembly, under 
article 15 of the covenant, which it 
has invoked Officially. 

The decision of W. W. Yen, Chi- 
nese spokesman, coincided with a 
report received by the League from 
its investigating commission at 
Shanghai in which the commis- 
sioners declared “a state of open 
war exists” there and “the offen- 
sive is entirely in the hands of the 
Japanese, whose declared object is 
to capture the Woosung forts and 
drive all Chinese to a considerable 
distance” from the city. 

The report of the League’s com- 
mission also said a “reign of ter- 
ror’ resulted in the Hongkew dis- 
trict of tHe International Settle- 
ment at Shanghai after its occupa- 
tion by the Japanese. 

The report was signed by Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, son-in-law of Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini of Italy and 
Italian Consul-General at Shang- 
hai. It was coupled with the néws 
that Japan has landed 12,000 fresh 
soldiers at Shanghai. 

Th. General Assembly was asked 
for by Yen last Friday. He said 
today he wag determined to go on 
with the appeal if the Council de- 
cided it would not convene’ the 
meeting. 

His next plea, he said, ,would be 
under article 16 of the covenant, 
which provides for an economic 
boycott. 

Naotake Sato, Japanese delegate, 
said Japan would oppose the Chi- 
nese plea. The Japanese would 
take exception to the transfer of 
any portion of the Chinese-Japan- 
ese dispute to the scope of article 
15, he said. Reports were circu- 
lated again that the Japagese plan- 
ned to withdraw from the League 
if the Assembly were convoked, but 
the Japanese delegation denied this 
emphatically.

TURKEY WANTS GWVIL 
AVIATION NATIONALIZCD 


Economic Disarmament Urged 
at Geneva by Representative 
of Norway. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 15.—Tewrfik 
Rushdi Bey, Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister, told the world disarmament 
delegates today that the political 
importance of frontiers would soon 
be negatived by fraternization 
among nations which, he said, was 
the surest means of arriving at dis- 
armament. 

Turkey, he said, had been seek- 
ing understandings with neighbor 
nations, but opposed any alliance 
except one—an alliance among all 
nations against war. 

He’supported the French propo- 
sal for internationalizing civil avia- 
tion and urged prohibiting the 
manufacture of offensive weapons. 
One of the shortcomings of past 
conferences, he said, was the pro- 
hibition of discussion of some sub- 
jects which are bound up closely 
with peace. 

Eric Colban of Norway said ec- 
onomic disarmament should be ac- 
complished simultaneously with 
military disarmament and suggest- 
ed an international agreement to 
end international difficulties. He 
also said Norway favored budgetary 
and direct limitation of armaments 
and prohibition of the manufac- 
ture of aggressive weapons. 

‘We must take away the temp- 
tation to use force,” he said, and 
added that the French proposal for 
an international police force would 
be practical only if it were accom- 
panied by reduction of armaments. 

Foreign Minister Branco of Por- 
tugal said reparations and debts 
should be considered together with 
disarmament. He approved budge- 
tary limitation and said when com- 
pulsory arbitration was accepted by 
all countries disarmament would 
not be necessary.

WHY SO MUCH SECRECY? 
Applications for loans are said to be pouring in 
on the Reconstruction Finance Corporation from ev- 
ery section of the country. That was bound to hap 
pen. Enormous as its capital is, the corporation’s 
two billion dollars would be quickly exhausted unless 
requests of clients were scrutinizingly examined and 
granted only on established merit and necessity. 

Public opinion, we believe, has full confidence in 
the character and ability of the men chosen to ad- 
minister this unprecedented trust. Nevertheless, in 
fairness to the country, first, and, second, in fairness 
to the directors themselves, the operations of the cor- 
poration manifestly ought to be reported at frequent 
intervals to Congress.

THE BUILDING WAGE PROPOSAL. . 

St. Louis union contractors are asking building 
trades workers to accept a wage reduction of 331-3 
per eent, as a-means of stimulating construction and 
affording means of competition with the open-shop 
contractor and the non-union workman. They point 
out that the St. Louis wage scale is pegged higher 
than any in the country, save New York and Chicago. 
A proposal for a 25 per cent reduction is pending in 
New York, while, since the contractors’ statement 
was issued, workers in Chicago have agreed to a 20 
per cent cut, effective March 1. Reductions have been 
made recently in Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Cleveland 
and Boston. 

Since the steel companies started the ball roll- 
ing last fall, the wage reduction movement has made 
great headway, its most spectacular incident being 
the voluntary acceptance by the railroad unions of a 
10 per cent reduction after all their counter-proposals 
had been rejected by the managements. The effect 
of widespread pay-cutting is to put on the defensive 
all workers whose wages and salaries were fixed in a 
more prosperous day. In almost any industry, a 
strong case can be made for wage reduction. Thus, 
the contractors cite the lowered cost of materials, 
which has allegedly progressed to a point where ma- 
terial dealers are operating at a loss; decrease of liv-

Large share of Missouri taxpayers’ burden is that imposed by county courts, and this 
can be lightened by their action; mounting costs in one county have sent levy from 
12 cents in 1921 to 33 cents in 1930; consolidation of local infirmaries urged; 
suggestion that courts follow State’s lead and cut their budgets 25 per cent at once.

HE Committee on Taxation and Gov- 
T ernmental Reform, whose expenses are 

being borne by the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, is concerned with making an 
exhaustive investigation into the cost of 
city, county and State governmental de- 
partments, with the object of making rec- 
ommendations to the next Legislature for 
passage of laws that may reduce the cost 
of public business. 

In my recommendations to the commit- 
tee, I made the assertion that there was 
not a county in the State whose tax levies, 
made by county courts, could not be re- 
duced in May of this year. If that is done, 
it will result in a saving to the taxpayer 
of taxes, payable in December of this year 
—before the meeting of e next General 
Assembly. Such reduction would not af- 
fect the carrying on of public business. 

During the boom years, the transaction of 
the public business by the county courts 
fell in line with private institutions (ex- 
cepting the farmer), and public budgets 
and expenses were expanded in step with 
similar activities on the part of private en- 
terprises. This was a natural course which 
no one has a right to censure. But now 
the bubble has burst. 


In support of my position that tax levies 
can be cut, I submit some interesting fig- 
ures on the cost of county government. 
These figures are taken from what I con- 
sider a representative county. [I do not 
give its name, because it is no Better nor 
worse in this particular than mé&ny other 
counties through the State. First, let us 
take a look at the county infirmary. Prac- 
tically every county has one. It is under the 
supervision of the County Court in its ex- 
penditures. The averdgeeyearly cost of op- 
erating the county infirmary for 1921 and 
1922 was $8647. 
for 1929 and 1930 was $13,640, an increase 
of over 57 per cent. 

In my suggestions to the committee it 
was recommended that consideration be 
given to legislation that would c lidate 
the county infirmaries of two ors more 
counties throughout the State. The saving 
that could be effected by such a consolida- 
tion is manifest, but an immediate saving 
can be effected in the operation of these 
institutions where the cost has increased 
over 50 per cent in 10 years. The same ar- 
guments which were doubtless used when 
labor and supplies were high, to increase 
the allowance for those expenses, are equal- 
ly strong for theic reduction now, because 
of the fall in the cost of these items.

Without Any Makeup This 
Time Star Entertains 
for Three Hours.

L, JOLSON, after an absence 
A of some four or five years, 

came back to the Shubert The- 
ater last night to prove that he is 
still the king of singlé entertainers 
in the show world. For the better 
part of three hours Jolson, who has 
discarded his burnt cork make up 
and appears in dinner clothes with 
no make up at all, does not leave 
the stage. He is, as you may have 
aiready heard, the owner-master of 
ceremonies of a Parisian cabaret, 
“The Wonder Bar,” and the show, 
liself, bears the same title. There 
are, to be sure, four or five excel- 
lent vaudeville acts and a very thin 
plot which forms a sort of story 
for the entertainment, but the star 
manages to get in on most of the 
acts in one way or another, and the 
rest of the time he holds the cen- 
ter of the stage. Alone, and unas- 
sisted, he sings songs—whicl. range

For “The Wonder Bar” cannot end 
any other way. There is no curtain 
to be raised or lowered and the 
show begins when Jolson arrives, 
through the auditorium, and is 
over when he decides that he has 
given the customerr their money’s 
worth. 

The setting for this Jolson ve- 
hicle is a novelty in itself. The 
stage, which represents the Won- 
der Bar ball room, has been built 
out over the orchestra pit into the 
laps of the audience. The foyer 
of the theater is the foyer of the 
cabaret and the performers make 
their entrances by way of the 
theater aisle: Jolson, who comes 
in about 8:30. some 15 minutes 


after the cabaret has been opeend 
for the evening, chats with late 
coming seat holders, shakes their 
hands and introduces himself and 
puts every one in a good humor 
before he embarks upon his eve- 
ning of almost solo entertainment. 

Among the fine acts which sur- 
round the star on the bill—per- 
formers in the regulation cabaret 
floor show-——are the Mangini 
brothers. a pair of strong men- 
acrobats who are really marvelous;

The National Football Rules Com- 
mittee announced six drastic modi- 
fications of the playing code today. 


In an effort to check the “ten- 


dency toward increasing injuries” 
the committee decided: 


1. To restrict the formation of 
the team receiving the kickoff by 
requiring that five players of the 
receiving team remain on their 
4:-yard line until the ball is 
kicked; and to allow the kick- 
off to be made either by place- 
kick, punt or drop-kick. 
2. To forbid players on the de- 
fense to strike an opponent On 
the head, neck or face with hand, 
wrist, forearm or elbow. 
3. To liberalize the substitu- 
tions rule to allow a player with- 
drawn from the game to re-enter 
once in any subsequent period. 
4. To forbid use of the flying 
block or tackle. 
5. To make the ball “dead” 
when any part of the ball car- 
rier’s body except his hands or 
feet touches the ground. 
6. To amplify the rule regard- 
ing equipment so as to require 
padding of hard and unyielding 
substances with felt, foam rubber 
or other soft padding at least 
three-eighths of an inch thick. 
These changes were termed by 
Chairman E. K. Hall the “most im- 
portant, in making the game safe | 
for the players, since the modifica- 
tions of 1906 and 1907.”

OXER and vrestler have 


etruggled in tests of the re- 
spective merits of their speciail- 
ties several times in history, but 
not under circumstances’ that 
made a comparison worth while. 

The proposal to bring former 
Middleweight Fight Champion 
Mic’ey Walker here to meet 
Jimmy Londos in a mixed match, 
or fight, will hardly be carried 
out. The N. B. A. disapproves it. 
Even if carried through, it would 
contribute little toward solving 
the problem: “Can a boxer whip 
a wrestler?” because of physical 
and other inequalities ig the prin: 
cipals. 

This writer long ago published 
a symposium of opinions on this 
discussion and the consensus -was 
that the world champion fighter 
would have only a microscopic 
chance to beat the world cham- 
pion catch-as-catch-can wrestler. 


In the proposed match, how- 
ever, Mickey Walker is far from 
being a world heavyweight cham- 
pion. He weighs in fighting trim 
not more than 168 pounds, while 
his opponent scales very close 
to 200. Again, Walker, to win, 
must KNOCK OUT his opponent 
TWICE, whereas the wrestler 
need only pin his opponent's 
shoulders to the mat for a space 
of about three seconds, twice. 

Londos is a trained athlete, al- 
ways in fair condition, while 
Mickey is a gay boy, who takes 
his fun where he finds it. And 
Londos probably knows far more 
about boxing than Walker does 
about wrestling. Such a contest, 
therefore would seem unequal. 

Mickey’s only chance -ould be 
to get in a killing blow before 
Londos laid a hand on him.

GEORGE WASHINGTON 


National Observance With 
Interesting Features. 


“Cherry Week” opens today and 
closes on + George Washington's 
birthday, Feb. 22, the annual ob- 
servance being timed 
Washington Bi-Centennlal celebra- 
tion. 

Fable. or fact, the cherry tree 
story of George Washington’s child- 
hood is part of every American’s 
early knowledge of the great Ameér- 
ican patriot, and its lesson is deep- 
ly engraved on many a Child's 
mind, so the cherry is the appro- 
priate fruit at this time. 

In some states the promoters of 
Cherry Week have inaugurated 
canned cherry pie contests, in 
which college and high school girls 
are co-operating with prizes for 
the winners. State winners will 
compete for national prizes also. 

It is stated that there was a 
one huhdred million pound cherry 
crop last year, of which a _ large 
proportion was canned in ~ high 
grade canneries located in the 
midst of the fruit centers. 

So perfect has the canning pro- 
cess been developed that cherrits 
may now be used all the year 
round, with little difference in 
taste or food value from the fresh 
fruit. 

While. many use canned cherries 
for pie only, there are other deli- 
cious ways of serving them, and a 
number of recipes are given here. 

Custard 


One can sour pitted cherries, five 
eggs, one cup sugar. Beat eggs. 
Cut up the cherries and add sugar 
to them. Rinse either a large cus- 
tard mould or individual moulds 
with cold water. Fill with cherry 
mixtures, cover and bake in a mod- 
erate oven until the custard is set. 
Custards are done when a cold 
knife thrust into them comes out 
without adhering material. Serve 
cold with whipped cream to which 
has been added a mixture of chop- 
ped blanched almonds and mara- 
schino cherries. This servés six. 

Cherry Cocktail. 

One can sour pitted cherries, one 
cup canned currants, spiced; one- 
half cup cherry juice, one-fourth 
cup orange juice, about one-half 
cup powdered sugar, six to eight

Milk Shake. 

Fill a shaker two-thirds full with 
milk, sweeten with fruit syrup to 
taste, fill shaker with cracked ice 
and shake well. A home-made 
sugar syrup flavored with orange 
or cinnamon makes a delicious 
drink added to the milk.
